PROCESS TAX 


Supreme Court Rules $200,- 
000,000 in Processing Taxes 
Must IL* Returned. 


Washington, Jan. 13 (AP). — The 
Supreme Court ruled todav that j 
$200,000 000 of processing taxes im- I 
pounded by the courts must be re­ 
turned to the taxpayers, refused to! 
pass on the validity of the Bank­ 
head cotton act at this tim** and ad­ 
journed without ruling on the con­ 
stitutionality of the TV A act. 
The tax decision did not go into j 
whether processors had to prove they 
had not passed th** tax on to con­ 
sumers before they could recover, a 
main point at issue. 
It was handed down in the case 
brought by Louisiana rice millers. 
The result had no immediate bear­ 
ing on the prospects for suits by 
processors to recover the $1 200,000,- 
000 taxes already collected under th** 
defunct AAA This question remains

of the principal issues of his second 
campaign and, because of the mill- 
j tant stand he took, he was re-elect­ 
ed by a plurality unprecedent in a 
city election up to that time. 
When he first ran for Mayor, Mr. 
Hylan was opposed by the late John 
Purroy Mitchel, a Democrat, who 
four years previously had been suc­ 
cessful on a fusion ticket and was 
seeking re-election.
